Barn-owls are 
among the British birds that have this 
appliance. 
It Is situated on the inner 


edge of one of their claws, and they 
use it, principally, to rid their feathers 
of some of the parasites with which 
they are so often infected. 


Then there are birds who have their 


own powder-puffs. The English pigeons 
and the hawks are examples of these. 


The powder is made by certaia 


email feathers which, as they grow in 
size, tend to become brittle and to 
crumble into a fine white powder, 
which the birds use to obtain a gioss 
on their feathers.
